Washington.—The examiners of the 
civilian personnel section of the ord­ 
nance department of the United States 
*miy have asked the co-operation of the 
General Federation of Women's Cfi uhs 
up'* of each of the state federations, In 
thiir er.deavor to secure the be*! quali­ 
fied men und women for the govern­ 
ment service. 
To this call the civil 
service reform department of the gen­ 
eral federation, of which Mrs. F. H. 
(’ole, University of Omaha, Omaha, 
Neb., is chairman, has renpomled by 
special circular letter calling attention 
to the need for loyalty Iii supplying 
(his line of service to help win the 
war. 
There Is a call for thousands of 
skilled employees, such os stenogra­ 
phers, typewriters, telegraphers, wire­ 
less operators, accountants, draftsmen, 
chemists and similar trained service. 
No one should apply for a position for 
which he or she has no special train­ 
ing. 
Many teachers are leaving their 
schools and applying for government 
positions, but It is urged that all 
teachers remain at their work, because 
teachers as s rule are fitted for cler­ 
ical work only and not for specially 
trained expert service. 
The civilian personnel section has 
established offices in a n u rser of 
cities throughout the country, und In­ 
formation with regard to these posi­ 
tions may be obtained from any of 
them.

In 1917 the wire 
mileage was 1,708,202. The capitaliza­ 
tion of telephone companies also shows 
a great increase lo the five-year period. 
In 191£ It was $42,278,851, while In 
June. 1917, It was $79,121,702. 
The 
revenue during the some period had 
grown approximately $8,000,000.

number of persons for each telephone

Every ocean steamer that leaves an 
American port Is required by law to 
have wireless telegraph apparatus and 
operators. An act of congress, passed 
In 1010, made It unlawful for any 
ocean-going steamer carrying passen­ 
gers to leave or attem pt to leave uny 
port of the United States without be­ 
ing equipped with an efficient appa­ 
ratus for radio communication, in good 
working order, In charge of a person 
skilled In the use of such apparatus, 
which apparatus Is capable cif trnns- 
tulttlng and receiving messages oter a 
distance of at least one hundred gulps, 
night or day. 
After the Titanic dl«£ 
aster, In 1912, this apt was amended 
ny providing that “the radio equipment 
must he In charge of two or more pei<- 
sons skilled In the use of such appara­ 
tus, one or tho other of whom shall be 
on duty at nil times while the vessel Is 
being navigated.”
